A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed the last Office Action with respect to the phrase 
"reduced lateral shrinkage." I noted that amending the phrase to recite the entire description of the reduced shrinkage 
upon 100% elongation compared to an unmodified lateral ribbon netting would overcome the 1 12, 2nd rejection. With 
respect to the 1 12, 1st rejection, Pratt questioned the enablement rejection. I clarified that said rejection could also be 
described as a critical element missing. In other words, the scope of the claim is broader than that disclosed because 
the method of making a netting with a modified ribbon length is only disclosed by a process involving the use of a 
corrugated trick plate, while claims 13-22 and 29-32 do not include a limitation to this process step. He asked if an 
amendment reciting a "curved surface" rather than corrugated trick plate would be sufficient. I noted that the recitation 
of just a "curved surface" would not make clear the relationship of the modified ribbon length to said curved surface. 
However, a recitation to the funtion of the trick plate or "curved surface" in forming the modified ribbon length should be 
sufficient to overcome said 112, 1st rejection. 

Upon writing this interview summary, an error in the last Office Action was noted. I called Pratt back to state that the 
112, 1st rejection should have also included claims 5 and 9-12 (i.e., all claims which do not include a recitation to the 
use of the corrugated trick plate). I noted that a Supplemental Office Action correcting this error would be sent out 
asap. 
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
